A NEW ROAD 
CONNECTING STATE 
HIGHWAY 69 SOUTH 
TO OLD GREENSBORO 
ROAD IN 

TUSCALOOSA has been 
approved by the State of 
Alabama as an industrial 








Access Bond Authority 
project. This our-lane 
road will serve the faculty, 
statl, students and 
community at the college’s 
new campus. 

The total anticipated cost 
of the project is 
$734,940,80 which includes 
the construction, grading, 
draining installation of curb 
and gutter, basing and 
paving of the access road. 
The road will be 2,000 feet 
in length and will have a 20- 
foot raised landscaped 
median in the center of the 
four lanes. Each of the four 
lanes of the road will be 12 
feet in width. There will 
also be a six-foot wide 
inside shoulder and an 
outside shoulder of 10 feet. 

"This new roadway is 
especially significant 

because it will provide safe 
and efficient access to our 
new campus. We now have 
over 650 employees and 
6000 students, and this 
roadway is very important 
to the growth of our 
campus," said Umphrey. 

"The safety of our 
students and personnel is 
very important, and we must 
continue to provide them 
with a safe and secure 
environment. This new 

road will help relieve 
congestion in that area of 
Tuscaloosa and will provide 



our students with a new 
approach to the campus." 

"Many people helped in 
securing the funds needed 
for this roadway. We are 
very appreciative to State 
Transportation Director 
Jimmy Butts and State 
Treasurer Lucy Baxley for 
their leadership in this 
project," Umphrey said.

Shelton State's Child 
Development Center 
recently received notice of 
accreditation by the 
National Association 'or the 
Education of Young 
Children (NAEYC), the 
nation's oldest and largest 
organization of early 
childhood professionals 
dedicated to improving the 
quality of early childhood 
education. 

Only five percent of 
early childhood programs 
nationwide have received 
this prestigious 
accreditation. Locally, the 
University of Alabama's 
Early Childhood program is 



the only other child care 
center in the area to be 
nationally accredited by 
NAEYC. 

According to Sherry 
Kirksey, director of 
Shelton's program, the 
college is happy to receive 
the accredition. "The 
purpose of the NAEY< 1 is to 
improve the quality of care 
and education provided for 
young children in group 
programs. I can say omy 
positive things about the 
entire process used during 
the self study for 
accreditation," said Kirksey. 

Child care centers, 
preschool programs, 
kindergartens, and before 
and after school programs 
are eligible for NAEYC 
accreditation. "The heart 
of NAEYC accreditation 
focuses on the child's 
experience," according to 
Kirksey. 

"Actually, I believe that 
being accredited nationally 
should be the rule for all 
child care centers rather 
than the exception," Kirksey 
adds. These standards or 
criteria required for 
accreditation should be the 
standards for all programs 
for young children. We 
plan to move forward 
toward excellency now that 
we have met the national 
standards. By this I mean 



we want to implement the 
Reggio approach that I 
learned while attending a 
national session in Reggio, 

Italy, in 1994.”
